O Halifax to name Dominique Ducharme 
new head coach Friday, Metro has learned

The Halifax Mooseheads are turn¬ 
ing to Dominique Ducharme to 
lead them out of their lengthy 
rebuilding process. 

The Mooseheads are expected to 
name the 38-year-old their newest 
head coach at a press conference 
on Friday at noon at the Nova Sco¬ 
tia Sport Hall of Fame, Metro has 
learned. 

Ducharme, an assistant coach 
with the Montreal Juniors for the 
past three seasons, is considered 
one of the QMJHL’s brightest young 
coaching prospects. 

Majority owner Bobby Smith, 
who created the vacancy when he 
stepped down as head coach last 
month, would not confirm who he 
has hired. 

“We’re really excited and I’ll 
leave the rest for the press confer¬ 
ence,” was all Smith would offer 
when reached Thursday. 

Ducharme built his reputation

while coaching his hometown Joli- 
ette Action in the Quebec junior 
AAA ranks, winning league cham¬ 
pionships in 2006 and 2007. He was 
also head coach of Team Quebec at 
the 2011 worldunder-17 challenge. 

Ducharme was a high-scoring 
NCAA centre at the University of 
Vermont during his playing career 
from 1991 to 1995, recording 149 
points in 130 games. 

The Mooseheads finished 15th 
among 18 teams in the QMJHL this 
past season, going 20-43-2-3.

A blueprint 
for education 

O More in-depth study required before any schools closed, says Levin 
O Province will respond to report in the fall; asking public for feedback

A report on Nova Scotia’s 
education system recom¬ 
mends closing some 
schools, reducing the num¬ 
ber of students failing, and 
changing the way we ap¬ 
proach special education. 

The report titled Steps to 
Effective and Sustainable 
Public Education in Nova 
Scotia was released by Edu¬ 
cation Minister Ramona 
Jennex on Thursday. 

Written by Ontario- 
based education consultant 
Dr. Ben Levin, it recom¬ 
mends the province focus 
on five “key areas” — re¬ 
ducing failure rates, im¬ 
proving daily teaching, 


allowing some extra-curric¬ 
ular activities to count to¬ 
wards credits, building 
public engagement, and 
making better use of cur¬ 
rent facilities. 

“Based on everything we 
know, public education in 
Nova Scotia is good,” Levin 
said. 

“But as circumstances 
change in the world 
around us, our institutions 
need to change to adjust to 
them.” 

Levin was careful to 
qualify several of those rec¬ 
ommendations, noting “re¬ 
ducing failure” does not 
simply mean passing stu¬ 
dents who have not met 
the requirements. 

He also said that before 
boards undertake closing

any schools, more in-depth 
research should be con¬ 
ducted. 

“We’re looking at mak¬ 
ing sure our resources 
match the needs of our stu¬ 
dents,” said Jennex. 


“We’ll take everything 
(in the report) under ad¬ 
visement ... and this will 
actually give us our road 
map and our strategies as 
we move forward.” 

Karen Casey, education 
critic for the Liberals, ques¬ 
tioned if Levin’s report was 
sufficiently tailored to No¬ 
va Scotia’s unique situa¬ 
tion. 

“Is it relevant? What in¬ 
formation did he have to 
help him make those state¬ 
ments? My concern is very 
little,” said Casey, noting 
Levin did not know how 
many schools may close if 
his recommendations are 
followed. 

“I thought we would 
hear something that would 
be specific to Nova Scotia.” 



Report questions need for teachers’ aides 


Dr. Ben Levin’s report al¬ 
so recommends the 
province examine the 
documentation concern¬ 
ing requirements related 
to special education, as 
well as gradually reduc¬ 
ing the number of educa¬ 
tion assistants in schools. 

“Although parents of¬ 


ten value (education as¬ 
sistants) presence as 
showing some effort to 
support students, empiri¬ 
cal evidence does not 
show that having aides 
results in improved stu¬ 
dent performance,” reads 
the report. 

The report notes while 


overall enrolment has de¬ 
creased by two to three 
per cent, special educa¬ 
tion enrolment has 
grown by three to four 
per cent a year. 

“I find that (recom¬ 
mendation) troubling, be¬ 
cause a lot of time 
(students) need that aid 


to do some very basic 
things,” said Chris d’En- 
tremont, Tory education 
critic.

Forty 
teachers 
laid off 

Forty probationary 
teachers unsuccessfully 
pleaded for their jobs in 
front of the Halifax Region¬ 
al School Board on Wednes¬ 
day night. 

Due to budget cuts, the 
board was originally plan¬ 
ning to cut 44 probationary 
teaching positions but that 
was reduced to 40. 

Many of those 40 teach¬ 
ers presented to the board 
during a late-night 
meeting. It was 1 a.m. on 
Thursday when the board 
decided to go ahead with 
terminations. 

“And (the teachers) had 
to teach today so it was a 
hard day for them,” said 
Alexis Allen, president of 
the Nova Scotia Teachers 
Union. 

“Some couldn’t go 
before the board and make 
their presentations because 
it was so emotional.” 

Allen said she’s worried 
about class sizes, and more 
teachers’ jobs, because the 
cap for elementary classes 
primary to Grade 3 has 
grown from 25 to 27. 

“Thirty-five elementary 
school teachers may lose 
their jobs,” she said. 

It’s possible there will be 
fewer full-time teachers in 
September, said school 
board spokesman Doug 
Hadley, adding the 
positions will be lost 
through attrition. 

“That’s because of 
declining enrolment and 
those will be addressed 
through the budget process 
— there will not be any 
teachers losing jobs like 
they did (Wednesday) 

night.” O JENNIFER TAPLIN

The sting of disgraced Ro¬ 
man Catholic Bishop Ray¬ 
mond Lahey’s deception 
will linger in the hearts of 
parishioners for some time 
to come, said residents of 
the area where he once 
preached. 

A day after Lahey plead¬ 
ed guilty to importing child 
pornography, people in 
Antigonish said Thursday 
they felt the 70-year-old for¬ 
mer head of the local dio¬ 
cese broke their trust. 

Andrew Chisholm, who 


lives in the nearby commu¬ 
nity of Heatherton, said the 
memory of Lahey confirm¬ 
ing his two daughters now 
sickens him. 

The 52-year-old man, 
who lays floors for a living, 
said he believes the admis¬ 
sion of guilt also tarnishes 
a landmark settlement La¬ 
hey helped negotiate for 
victims of child sexual 
abuse at the Antigonish 
diocese shortly before his 
arrest. 

Lahey is not alleged to

have been involved in that 
abuse. But he was a bishop 
in the community for six 
years and was seen as an in¬ 
strumental figure in at¬ 
tempting to bring closure 
to those victims. 

When the settlement 
was announced in the fall 


of 2009, Lahey apologized 
to the victims and said they 
were entitled to protection. 

Lahey’s predecessor, 
Bishop Brian Dunn, said 
Thursday he stands by the 
settlement, though he re¬ 
grets the pain that Lahey’s 
guilty plea has caused. 

Dunn told a news con¬ 
ference that despite La¬ 
hey’s actions, there’s no 
sense that the settlement 
of the $ 15-million class-ac¬ 
tion lawsuit was deceptive.

‘stable’ increases 


O To make change effective Jan. 1,2012, NSP must apply 
later this month to Nova Scotia Utility and Review Board

Nova Scotia Power Inc. 
met with customers yes¬ 
terday proposing gentler 
bill increases over the 
next three years. 

A few weeks ago, NSP 
started looking at a 15 per 
cent increase over the 
next three years: nine per 
cent in 2012, four per cent 
in 2013 and two per cent 
in 2014. 

“Today we presented a 
plan that would have sta¬ 
ble rate increases of four 
per cent per year,” said 
Rene Gallant, vice presi¬ 
dent of regulatory affairs. 

That would be 12 per

cent over three years. 

The idea is to carry over 
the cost of operating the 
business and pay later, he 
said. 

“So the fuel increases 
would be recovered later 
and not before 2015.”

Airport shows off traffic stats 


More than 3.5 million pas¬ 
sengers whisked through 
Halifax Stanfield Interna¬ 
tional Airport last year. 

The airport authority 
held its annual meeting 
yesterday and had some 
impressive numbers to 
show off. Overall passen¬ 


ger traffic increased nearly 
three per cent, making it 
one of the busiest years in 
its half a century of opera¬ 
tion. The biggest traffic in¬ 
crease was in non-stop 
flights to the U.S. which in¬ 
creased to a record 350,000 
passengers. 


And there’s a surplus of 
$1.6 million on the books 
too. The extra money will 
go back into airport opera¬ 
tions and development. 

The airport collected 
$19.7 million in airport im¬ 
provement fees last year.

Economic 
growth in 
HRM slows 

Halifax — and other 
eastern Canadian cities 
— is lagging behind its 
western counterparts in 
economic growth. 

The Conference Board 
of Canada released 
its spring 2011 
metropolitan outlook 
for Canada’s 13 largest 
cities on Thursday. 


Cities in Saskat¬ 
chewan and Alberta 
took the four top spots. 
Saskatoon’s economy 
is expected to grow 
4.1 per cent this year. 

In comparison, 
Halifax’s economy is 
expected to rise by 
2.5 per cent this year. 
That’s down from a 3.3 
per cent growth in 2010. 

A release from the 
board says Halifax is 
dealing with the end 
of the post-recession 
surge and a weak new 
homes market.

Embracing 

immi gration

We welcome 
immigrants 
in HRM, or 
do we? 

Seventy- 
three per 
cent of resi¬ 
dents sur¬ 
veyed feel immigrants will 
have a positive impact on 
our economy. And 84 per 
cent feel the arrival of im¬ 
migrants enriches the cul¬ 
tural makeup of our 
community. 

But we are a little more 
ambivalent on the subject 
of how they should fit in. 
While 52 per cent of the 
508 residents we surveyed 
agree with the statement 
“we should completely ac¬ 
cept the customs and tradi¬ 
tions of immigrants,” 68 
per cent say immigrants 
must integrate into the cus¬ 
toms, tradition and 
lifestyles of Canada. 

This apparent ambiguity 
is what multiculturalism 
represents in Canada today. 

Another 74 per cent say 
it is important to promote 
the acceptance of immi¬ 
grants to our community, 
but we seem to feel it is

important as well to make 
sure they are “qualified.” 

This begs the question of 
whether we are motivated 
by economics or altruism. 
Only 61 per cent of respon¬ 
dents feel people in our 
community are accepting 
of immigrants, yet 88 per 
cent are personally accept¬ 
ing of immigrants. 

When we try to explore 
this dichotomy several is¬ 
sues emerge as likely influ¬ 
encing people’s views. One 
is the opinion immigrants 
take jobs away from exist¬ 
ing Canadians — a view ex¬ 
pressed by under 30 per 
cent of our sample. 

As one might expect the 
somewhat opposite view, 
expressed by 62 per cent, 
that immigration creates 
employment opportunities 
is a counterpoint. 

So why the apparent 
contradiction? 

When we compare the 
results of similar surveys 
conducted in other places, 
it appears the more immi¬ 
gration we experience, the 
more accepting we are of it.

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Canada not under his thumb 


O Study contradicts suggestions 
Tory election victory means 
Canadians more conservative 


To say Stephen Harper’s 
top aides were euphoric 
at Monday’s majority vic¬ 
tory barely captures their 
high. Even on Wednesday, 
as they filed back into 
Langevin Block with four 
years to shape Canada as 
they want, they were in a 
daze. 

But unlike many pun¬ 
dits, those same Conser¬ 
vatives told the Star they 
do not believe they have 
a free hand, or that 
Canadians have become 
more conservative in the 
face of the election’s 
dramatic result. 

Now, the first nation¬ 
wide post-election study 
has confirmed their read 
and contradicted the 
analysis of many colum¬ 
nists and commentators. 


The “orange wave” of 
the NDP, the decimation 
of the Bloc Quebecois and 
the punting of the Liberal 
party to a far corner of 
the Commons “do not sig¬ 
nal a tectonic shift in 
Canadian politics towards 
a two-party state,” con¬ 
cludes a report by Ensight 
Canada, a government re¬ 
lations and strategic com¬ 
munications research 
firm. 

Instead, the outcome is 
tied to the “particular 
circumstances” of the 
2011 vote: an electorate 
weary of “political 
games,” and hungry for 
stability with a focus on 
jobs and the economy, 
says the report, to be re¬ 
leased today.

With entire neighbour¬ 
hoods half covered in wa¬ 
ter, Canadian soldiers were 
being deployed in south¬ 
eastern Quebec Thursday to 
help flood victims. 

Military vehicles rum¬ 
bled into the hardest-hit ar¬ 
eas, where soldiers placed 
sandbags to help stop the 
flooding. 

Area residents, mean¬ 
while, struggled to get 
around in canoes and all- 
terrain vehicles. 

The military arrived one 
day after Quebec Premier 
Jean Charest asked for help 
from the Canadian Forces. 

About 2,800 people have 


been forced from their 
homes, with aerial images 
showing rows of houses 
half submerged along the 
Richelieu River.

The New York 
firehouse lost 15 firefight¬ 
ers on Sept. 11. 

At the First Precinct po¬ 
lice station, Obama said of 
those who died in the Sept. 
11 attacks, “We keep them 
in our hearts.

Cost cuts will drive 
new low-cost carrier 


O But Air Canada could face 
headwinds with labour disputes 


Air Canada will introduce 
a discount carrier only if it 
can sustainably reduce 
labour and other costs, 
CEO Calin Rovinescu said 
Thursday. 

“We will not do it unless 
it has the ability to remain 
truly low cost over the 
long term. It needs to be 
able to avoid the type of 
cost creep that has plagued 
legacy carriers over the 
years,” he said. 

Canada’s largest airline 
failed in its attempt to in¬ 
troduce low-cost carriers a 
decade ago. The proposed 
model would ramp up to 
50 aircraft and create jobs 
for 462 pilots, three times 
as many flight attendants 
and some airport workers. 


Rovinescu said the new 
carrier can work by creat¬ 
ing a fundamentally differ¬ 
ent cost structure to 
profitably operate in 
leisure markets and Euro¬ 
pean destinations. Among 
the potential high-volume, 
low-yield destinations that 
could be served are Ams¬ 
terdam, Dublin, Nice, Man¬ 
chester, Lisbon, Casablanca 
and southern sun cities. 

Approval from Air Cana¬ 
da’s unions is crucial. The 
airline has begun negotia¬ 
tions with all of its labour 
groups and is hopeful that 
new agreements can be 
reached without disputes. 
A ratification vote by pilots 
gets underway on Monday.

TORONTO. A research 
team at Queen’s Univer¬ 
sity has entered the race 
to slim down tablets and 
smartphones with a plas¬ 
tic, flexible prototype 
that’s just about paper 
thin. 

The school’s Human 
Media Lab has unveiled a 
type of e-paper technolo¬ 
gy nicknamed the Paper- 
Phone, which is 
described as a bendable 
iPhone. 

The device measures 
9.5 centimetres diagonal¬ 
ly and its electronics are 
housed in a thin, flexible 
film that can be rolled 
up. It has a greyscale E 
Ink screen and has a few 
applications that can 
make phone calls, play 
music, read e-books and 
maps. 

Rather than using but¬ 
tons or touchscreen con¬ 
trols, the plastic device 
responds to different 
bends. Commands are 
triggered by bending the 
comers of the device, or 
rolling the right edge 
backward or forward. 

While creator Roel 
Vertegaal admits the 
technology would likely 
need at least five to 10 
years to go mass market 
in a sophisticated way, 
he boldly claims the re¬ 
search team is onto a 
game-changing technolo¬ 
gy.

Richard Crouse: Mark, it’s 
hammer time! Thor, the 
ball peen superhero, is big, 
loud cheesy fun. It feels a 
bit like an amuse bouche 
to the all-superhero-all- 
the-time Avengers movie 
coming next year, but as 
an origin movie it gets the 
job done. Unlike its star, 
the incredibly buff Chris 
Hemsworth, the movie is a 
bit soft in the middle. It 
starts off well, slows to a 
crawl midway, but as soon 
as Thor Gets His Groove 
back ... er ... Gets His 
Hammer Back, the movie 
gets back on track. What 
did you think? 

Mark Breslin: Well, it did 
feel long to me. In fact, my 
ath ith thtill a bit thor.

RC: Couldn’t agree more 
about Portman. She’s mis¬ 
cast. Kat Dennings, in a 
throwaway role that she 
turns into a charismatic 
supporting part, would 
have been a better and 
more interesting lead. As 


for Hemsworth, initially I 
didn’t know if he was go¬ 
ing to cut it with his oh-so- 
serious line delivery, but 
later, his realization that 
as “the Mighty Thor” has 
lost some of his powers is 
fun. The movie is actually 
a lot funnier than I 
thought it would be. 

MB: Intentionally funny, I 
might add, which is un¬ 
usual for this kind of 
movie. I liked the visuals 
on Planet Whatever. They 
were rich and deep, which 
is more than I can say for 
the now-mandatory 3-D, 
which I found tepid. But 
not the noise level! Talk 
about Hammer time!

The American western long 
ago dug its dusty claws into 
virtually eveiy genre of film 
known to man, but it’s with 
horror and science fiction 
that the mark remains 
most resonant. 

Director Scott Stewart’s 
new 3-D horror action yarn 
Priest however, makes little 
effort to hide its inspira¬ 
tion, wearing its Stetson 
tipped heart on its sleeve. 
The film sees actor Paul 
Bettany playing the titular 
man of the cloth who 
breaks his vows of peace to 
rescue his niece from the 
fangs of the hordes of vam¬ 
pires that ravage the Earth, 
all the while running afoul 
of a corrupt church (led by 
Christopher Plummer). 



“(Priest) has familiar in¬ 
gredients but a new recipe,” 
says Stewart. “It has all 
these iconic elements. Mo¬ 
torcycles replace horses 
and the look of the film is a 
mix of the 1890’s period 
film and a post-apocalyptic 
world.” 

Stewart’s background is 
in special effects, having 
worked extensively with 
his own company and with 
Industrial Light & Magic 
creating some of the 


screen’s grandest illusions. 
It’s this ability to under¬ 
stand the aesthetics and 
mechanics of special effects 
that made him the perfect 
choice for such a visual pic¬ 
ture. 

“Because of my EX work I 
can visualize ideas myself,” 
Stewart said. “I can show 
people what I want the 
vampires and cities to look 
like.” 

Priest is clearly a fantasy, 
yet with its title and bla¬ 
tantly theological themes, 
it is certainly set to court 
controversy. Stewart, how¬ 
ever, isn’t worried about 
any backlash. 

“God is not a bad guy in 
this movie,” Stewart said. 
“It’s about an oppressive 
government that is just as 
bad as the church, but 
that’s in the context of the 
film.”

ANVIL HAS WEIGHT 


Rockin’ a tux every day 

O After tour with Winehouse and Prince, Janelle Monae hits the road again 


“When (the documen¬ 
tary) won at the Independ¬ 
ent Spirit Awards, I saw 
Paul McCartney across the 
room,” Lips says, “and I 
thought ‘This is my 
chance! I’m going to meet 
a Beatle!’ But then 
Quentin Tarantino 

blocked me. ‘You got 
ripped off at the Oscars! 
YOU should have won (for 
best documentary)! But 
they gave it to a dolphin 
movie! A DOLPHIN 
MOVIE!’” 

The Foo Fighters’ Dave 
Grohl is a fan. “He pulled 
up in a limo and got out 
with a guitar case and I 
thought ‘Great! He’s go¬ 
ing to want to jam with 
us!’ But then he said ‘This 
guitar is for you because 
I’m such a big fan.’” 

Grohl invited Anvil to 
make their next album at 
his private 606 Studios. 
All of Reiner’s drum tracks 
from their new album, 
Juggernaut of Justice, (out 
Tuesday) were recorded 
there. 

If you’re into Anvil and 
their kind of metal, I can 
honestly say that this al¬ 
bum is the best thing 
they’ve done since the ear¬ 
ly ’80s. 

Lips looks at me with a 
mixture of awe and won¬ 
der. “Our 15 minutes,” he 
says, “has now gone to 
two hours.” 


Like most artists, Janelle 
Monae prepares for a live 
show with a list she fol¬ 
lows, including exercising 
and vocal warm¬ 
ups. 

Unlike 

most artists, 
Monae says 
her list also 
includes the 
routine of put¬ 
ting her hair in 
§ dirt, washing and con- 
oo ditioning it — and re- 
w peating the cycle. She 
also says that she eats 
“Asian cuisine with the bus 
driver.” 

It’s hard to tell if she is 
joking, but if you know of 
Monae — or her music — it 
wouldn’t be that surpris¬ 
ing. The singer is not your 
typical artist: She’s always 


seen in a tuxedo and rocks 
a pompadour. Her music is 
a blend of alternative, R&B 
and funk sounds and some 
of her songs are inspired by 
things like Muhammad 
Ali’s fists, Walt Disney and 
Star Wars. 

The singer’s first full- 
length CD, the melodra¬ 
matic 18-traclc epic The 
ArchAndroid, follows a fe¬ 
male android who discov¬ 
ers she is the chosen one 
and is trying to adapt to her 
new superpowers. The disc 
earned her two Grammy 
nominations and was a crit¬ 
ical success. The Associated 
Press named it the No. 1 al¬ 
bum of 2010. 

Since its release, Monae 
has toured with Prince and 
Amy Winehouse. She’ll 
open for Katy Perry in Sep¬ 


tember and her co-headlin¬ 
ing tour with rising star 
Bruno Mars kicks off 
Wednesday in New York. 

The 25-year-old Monae 
says because of her musical 
style, she’s able to go on 
the road with, pretty much, 
any musician. 

“I can go anywhere that 
I want,” Monae told the AP 
in a phone interview last 
week. “I could hang with 
(Vogue magazine editor-at- 
large) Andre Leon Talley, 
Karl Lagerfeld ... Big Boi (of 
OutKast), do shows with 
Prince, Stevie Wonder. I 
mean that’s pretty much 
my life. I’m not boxed in to 
any one thing.” 

The performer said she 
spent 80 per cent of the last 
year on tour, but insists 
she’s found some down¬ 


time to record new music. 

“I’m very inspired right 
now,” she said. “This (new) 
album will definitely 
change lives.” 

Monae and Mars are la- 
belmates. They performed 
a medley together at this 
year’s Grammy Awards, 
along with rapper B.o.B. 
Monae says she’s excited to 
share her music with Mars’ 
fans, and says they can ex¬ 
pect surprises and more on¬ 
stage. “Our shows are veiy 
high energy and you don’t 
see that a lot,” she said. “I 
would love to see it more 
— you know when you 
have the artist crowd surf¬ 
ing and giving their all. 
And there are a lot of great 
shows out, but what we’re 
doing is not being done.” 
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ing to the 
BBC in the 
winter of2009, a movie re¬ 
viewer said, “The Stoiy of 
Anvil is veiy good, but I 
couldn’t tell if I was being 
put on. Is this a real band 
or is it some kind of Spinal 
Tap joke?” 

I immediately sent an 
email. “They’re real. Trust 
me.” A few minutes later, 
the reviewer returned. 
“I’ve just received an 
email from a chap in 
Canada who assures us 
that Anvil and their stoiy 
are veiy real. Okay, if you 
say so.” 

Since then, guitarist/ 
singer Steve “Lips” Kud- 
low, drummer Robb Rein¬ 
er — in their 50s — and 
bass player Glenn Five (the 
baby) have barely had 
time to breathe. Gigs 
opening for AC/DC; the 
Tonight Show; a cameo in 
The Green Hornet; shows 
from South America to 
Japan; a book based on the 
movie with a foreward by 
Slash. And along the way, 
a few surreal moments.

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Chicken and beer in 
one dish — why not? 



This recipe for stout- 
braised chicken thighs, 
combines two techniques: 
flash browning and a 
quick, low-heat braise. By 
switching around the 
sauce ingredients you can 
turn this method of cook¬ 
ing thighs into an endless 
variety of dishes. 

Here, the recipe calls for 
175 ml (3/4 cup) of a stout 
beer such as Guinness (you 
can drink the rest while 
the thighs are braising), 
and just a single strip of 
chopped bacon to make a 
smoky, malty sauce that’s 
nicely balanced by the 
sweetness of peas, carrots 
and onions, plus the earth¬ 
iness of mushrooms. 


Preparation: 

I ln a shallow dish, com¬ 
bine 50 ml of flour with 
2 ml each of salt and 
pepper. Dredge chicken 
thighs in flour mixture 
to coat completely, then 
set on a plate. 

2 In 30 -cm ( 12 -inch) non¬ 
stick skillet over 
medium-high, heat olive 
oil. Add chicken and 
cook until browned, 3 to 
4 minutes per side. Set 
aside on a clean dish. 

Add bacon to skillet and 
cook, stirring often, for 
2 minutes. Add onion, 
carrots and mushrooms 
and saute until vegeta¬ 


bles begin to brown, 
about 4 minutes. Sprin¬ 
kle remaining flour over 
vegetables and cook for 
another 2 minutes. 

Add stout and broth to 
pan and bring to a boil, 
using a wooden spoon 
to scrape up any 
browned bits from the 
bottom of the pan. Re¬ 
turn thighs to pan, 
nestling them among 
vegetables. Reduce heat 
until liquid is gently sim¬ 
mering, then cover and 
cook for 15 minutes.

The

night was a victory for the 
Green party, but it was also 
a loss for amateur sport. 

While May will bring a 
strong voice to the House 
of Commons on issues sur¬

defeated, Gaiy Lunn, min¬ 
ister of state (sport), will be 
greatly missed by those 
who envision a fitter, more 
physically aware Canada. 

During his tenure, Lunn 
ensured stable and 
ongoing funding for the 
Own the Podium program, 


which delivered so much 
to the national landscape 
during the Vancouver 2010 
Olympics. 

“Gaiy grasped the 
opportunity the 2010 
Games presented Canada 
to use sport as a vehicle to 
unite the country around 
the values we hold so close 
to our hearts,” said Chris 
Rudge, past CEO/secretary 
general of the Canadian 
Olympic Committee. 

But it was more than 
cheerleading that allowed 
Lunn to succeed at his job. 
He was committed to mak¬ 
ing Canada a major player 
in the arena of internation¬ 
al sport. 

During Luma’s three 
years in the post, Canada 
won the right to host the 
Pan American Games, the 
FIFA Women’s World Cup 
and also re-energized its 
role in the Commonwealth 
Sports Federation. 

“He saw that an invest¬ 
ment in high-performance

sport, not just for the 
Olympic Games, but also 
as a legacy of the Games, 
would pay dividends far 
beyond exceptional 
performance on the field 
of play,” said Rudge. 

Lunn helped keep sport 
on the national agenda 
and in the public 
consciousness. 

It was refreshing to see 
his enthusiasm as he trav¬ 
elled the country, and 
indeed the world, in order 
to trumpet the message of 
sport and how it could 
make Canadians more 
competitive, perhaps even 
prouder to wear the Maple 


Leaf. You would run into 
him at Lake Louise, Alta., 
for World Cup skiing or in 
Kingston, Ont., at a univer¬ 
sity basketball game. Lunn 
always applauded the role 
sport plays in the country’s 
heritage. 

“This is a great loss for 
the country. I feel certain 
of this,” said Kelly 
Murumets, president and 
CEO of ParticipAction, a 
national non-profit organi¬ 
zation that promotes 
healthy living and physical 
fitness in Canada. 

“Gary genuinely cared 
about sport, about physical 
activity, about competition 
(at grassroots and elite lev¬ 
els), about Canadians.”
